IN N. Y.

Pennsylvania Is Also Threat- 


ened by Repetition of 


1935 
Disaster. 


ELMIRA, N. Y. UP). A 24 hour 


rainfall caused creeks to overflow 
and inundate portions of two states 
Friday, bringing fear to residents 
of a repetition of the disastrous 
1935 
floods. 


Rising sharply during the rains, 


which began early Thursday and 
continued unabated thru the night, 
the creeks overflowed their banks, 
forcing evacuation of entire fam- 
ilies in some sections. 


Numerous bridges were washed 


away in the area, extending from 
Watkins Glen. N. Y., on the north, 
100 miles south to W«llsboro, Pa., 
and as far west as Painted Post, 
N. Y. Power lines were down and 
several state highways made im- 
passable by the waters. 


Several 
houses 
were washed 


away at Hendy Hollow, N. Y., five 
miles southwest of this city, and 
"at Pine City, Elmira suburb, two 
families were reported marooned. 


Chemung county Sheriff Harry 


J. Tifft said their homes were in 
danger of being carried away by 
the swollen, swift flowing waters 
of Seeley creek. He called out all 
available reputies and asked for 
volunteers 
to 
remove residents 


from the danger zone. 
Families 


were removed, many of them from 
second story windows, at Pine Val- 
ley, 
N. Y., ten miles north of 


Elmira, where six feet of water 
surged thru the main stieet, and 
at Montour Falls, N. Y., where the 
electric power plant was stopped 
by the waters, plunging the village 
into darkness. 


The dam in Hector Falls creek 


at Burdett, near Watkins Glen, 
overflowed and the water carried 
away a bridge there. 


A landslide north of Pine Valley 


undermined the Pennsylvania rail- 
road tracks and blocked the high- 
way between Elmira and VVatkina 
Glen. 
All trains were held up 


pending reconstruction of the track 
bed.Altho Elmira itself 
was not 


flooded as yet, streets in West 
Elmira were full to the curbs and 
the water was rising rapidly.

was graduated in 1922. 


Old Judge Thomas Mellon, foun- 


der of the banking fortune, used 
to tell his sons that anyone who 
went to war was a fool. Richard 
gnored that advice, and enlisted— 
at the outbreak of the World war 
n the naval aviation corps. 


The war over, he became a mes- 


senger in the Mellonw National 
bank, then advanced to an assist- 
ant cashier's desk, in 1919 to a 
vice presidency, and in 1934 he 
succeeded his father as president, 
the fourth Mellon to head the in- 
stitution. 


The key position from which he 


rules the great fortune is president 
of Mellbank corporation, the unit 
which controls the Mellon banking 
system.

Ag-aiust Fake Vaccinators. 
Altho the sleeping sickness epi- 


demic prevalent among Nebraska 
horses the last few weeks is slowly 
abating, Dr. John S. Anderson, 
state veterinarian, said plenty of 
animals still are dying or are very 
sick. 


The outbreak, he said, partic- 


ularly is severe in central Ne- 
braska, because there are more 
horses in the alfalfa country. The 
areas surrounding Loup City and 
as far west as Scottsbluff report 
heavy losses, he said, but no esti- 
mates are available from any part 
or all of the state. 


"So far. however," Dr. Anderson 


commented, "no cure has been 
found for horse sleeping sickness 
The 
disease is transmitted by 


stinging insects, such as flies and

Both of us have the 
same all gone feeling in the legs 
we had the evening after the radio 
stations took the newspaper staffs 
in that historic, if not good, soft- 
ball game. 


Now after such a "good" night's 


rest, we've been assigned as "run- 
ners" for the general.

Second Suit to Be Piled by 


Independent Buyers. 


A second suit attacking the ad- 


ministrative features of the new 
cream, law but not finding1 fault 
with its testing and grading fea- 
tures will be filed Friday in the 
district court at Grand Island, said 
G. E. Price, attorney whose suit for 
an injunction against the law's en- 
forcement was recently dismissed. 


Price said the second suit will 


ask for a declaratory judgment. 
The petition alleges the act is un- 
constitutional for the reason that 
it requires cream brokers to pay 
a tax of 525 and dops not require 
this of centralizers; also that it 
exempts certain corporations from 
posting- 
dividends 
which 
they 


promise to pay in addition to the 
purchase price of cream. 


It is also alleged 
that — when 


farmers bring cream to buyers and 
it is found unfit for human con- 
sumption it requires the buyer to 
treat it with coloring matter which 
renders it unfit for any use what- 
ever.

Upon the death of William Kerr, 


the son Thomas, who has again 
won his rights to administer his 
own affairs, was appointed admin- 
istrator. His mother went to court 
and succeeded in having: Thomas 
declared incompetent and herself 
made administrix. 


Mrs. Kerr died shortly afterward 


and William Lowman of Hastings 
was named g-uardian for Thomas 
Kerr, who upon his mother's death 
became sole heir. Lowman man- 
aged the estate for 15 years. 
In 1928 after a long court fight 


Thomas Kerr, with his 
cousin, 


Cornelius Wright at his side, was 
declared competent, and he came 
back to Hastings to look over his 
vast holdings. Kerr, accustomed to 
an easy life in California, however, 
soon tired of the business routine 
and left everything in Wright's 
hands, giving him the power of 
attorney and placing him on a 
salary basis.

Pressure locally is responsible 


or the organized effort of county 
'fficers to have Gov. Cochran call 


, special session of the legislature 
0 appropriate more money for old 
ge assistance, 
dependent chil- 


•en, the blind and for" general 
elief. The governor will not call 
me. He does not favor a sales 
ax, and that is the only source of 
dded revenue as conditions now 
xist, aside from property taxes, 


increase of which is unthink- 


ble. 


At the legislative session the 


governor asked that the extra 
gasoline tax be split on an even 
3asis between old age assistance 
and road construction. 
To make 


up in large part the reduction 
hus effected liquor revenues were 
reely tapped. The matter of fur- 
nishing direct relief to those who 
did not come under the other 
philanthropies of the state -was 
sent back to the counties, where 
many persons believe it belongs 
Because of the better facilities of 
:he local government. 
The legis- 


ature did not follow the gover- 
nor's advice in all respects. 
It 


did, however, divert part of the 
extra gasoline fund for the three 
;peclfic purposes. 


It was the belief of the governor 


and also of the legislature that by 
using a part of the special tax for 
road construction purposes and 
:hus getting a matched amount 
from the federal government, 
large amount of work would be 
supplied and that this would re- 
lieve the local pressure of reliel 
demands. As a result of follow- 
ing that policy all the money thai 
the county officers want diverted 
Is encumbered by contracts with 
the f e d e r a l government. 
This 


setup cannot be disturbed now. 


The opinion is held at the state- 


house that it the county boards 
were more diligent in pruning the 
relief and old age assistance lists 
the situation would be greatly 
relieved. 
The state director has 


undertaken that work with con- 
siderable success, but the number 
now receiving allotments 
from 


the state is 10 percent greater than 
it was a year ago. 


Nobody has ever starved in 


Nebraska in the past where indi- 
vidual conditions were known, and 
nobody is likely to starve during 
the next year or any time in the 
future. Beneficiaries are the recipi- 
ents of more than 6 million dol- 
lars a year, alf of which repre- 
sents tax money, contributed by 
their fellow citizens, and is au 
from a source never before avail- 
able. This certainly makes up a 
backlog that will protect from the 
rigors of hunger and cold. 
DEATH OF ANDREW MELLON 


Andrew Mellon, -for a long time 


secretary of the treasury and late: 
ambassador 
to 
England, 
died 


peacefully 
in 
the 
home of 


daughter Thursday. Mellon was a 
tired, ailing old man whose life 
had been full and successful, bu 
whose years of activity had come 
to an end. 


Mr. Mellon ranked along with 


the late John D. Rockefeller 
one of the nation's richest men 
Like Rockefeller his fortune was 
built partially on oil. In addition 
Mellon controlled the aluminum 
industry for many years at grea 
profit to himself. He also had a 
considerable stake in banking. 


The 
outstanding 
service 
Mr 


Mellon gave his country was in 
the office of secretary of the treas 
ury. He was appointed by Presi 
dent Harding, served thruout th 
period that Coohdge held office 
and continued for a time unde 
Hoover. 
It was duiing the Hoo 


ver administration that he ende< 
his service in the cabinet to take 
the post of ambassador to Eng 
land. 


While Mr. Mellon was a rich 


man and distrusted by many wh< 
share an inherent fear of grea 
wealth, his service in the office o 


1 secretary of the tieasury was dis- 


j tinguished. 
None of the chai ges 


made against him have ever been 
proven 
On the contrary his rec- 


01 d is one of careful, thrifty man- 
agement. With Coohdge as presi- 
dent and Mellon as secretary of 
the treasury the nation enjoyed a 
period of unprecedented prosper- 
ity during which the national debt 
w as reduced at an vmprecedented 
pace and taxes were cut annually. 


It was perhaps a mistake to cut 


taxes. The time to pay debts and 
carry heavy tax burdens is when 
the national income is high. Mr. 
Mellon's business training told him 
such was the case and he went 
at the task vigorously. But no 
cabinet officer is entirely free from 
the pressure of politics. Politicians 
demanded tax cuts and get them 
with the result that debt reduc- 
tion was slowed down, even tho the 
rate was still impressively great. 


Mr. Mellon ended hi:i career with 


a pi ft to t he notion of an 
art 


collection worth many millions and 
a fund for housing and maintain- 
ing' it. 
Politically minded peisons 


| tried to put obstacles in the way 


t acceptance of this gift but 
'resident Roosevelt 
put 
politics 


side and assumed responsibility 
or its acceptance. It now becomes 
lear that Mr. Mellon had no ul- 
erior purpose in the gift. He knew 
hat death was approaching. He 
t-as anxious that the nation should 
lave his collection of art. objects 
.nd that tt be permanently pro- 
ided for. 


Mr. Mellon's service to the na- 


ion may not be long remembered 
ut his gift will be used and ap- 
reciated by art lovers for centur- 
es to come. 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 


TIME TO ACT. 


The modern practice of waging 


war without declaring war is em- 
jarrassing to the chancellories of 
he various other nations, long 
iccustomed to having belligerents 
proceed according to the etiquet 
and amenities attached to hostili- 
ies. 
When Italy turned her guns 


on Ethiopia without notifying the 
atter 
that 
she was 
about to 


strike, the 
League of 
Nations 


executives were so badly upset 
and perturbed that it was not 
until it was too late to do any- 
thing effective that they agreed 
upon what should be done about 
conduct that might be described 
as at least unethical. 


Now that Japan has loosed her 


might upon the hapless Chinese 
ivithout a declaration of war the 
neutral nations don't know how to 
meet the situation. 
Washington 


is particularly perturbed. 
Offi- 


cially this nation is neutral in the 
conflict, but there is no gainsay- 
ing the fact that public sentiment 
is almost entirely with the Chi- 
nese. The immediate qqestion is 
whether to put the neutrality act 
into effect. 
As long as it is not in 


effect it operates to the advantage 
of the Japanese. 


The law has not been applied 


because there has been no formal 
declaration of war, but when the 
Japanese navy starts blockading 
Chinese ports for the express pur- 
pose of keeping out munitions of 
war and all other supplies, it 
would appear to the layman that 
there is ample ground for declar- 
ing that a state of war exists and 
hence the act automatically be- 
comes effective. It this is not 
done the Japanese can continue to 
buy munitions and other supplies 
while China cannot because sHe 
cannot get delivery. 


Other good reasons for applying 


the neutrality act exist. 
Japan 


has flagrantly b r o k e n solemn 
pledges, thrice repeated. She has 


compact with this nation, known 


as the Root-Takahira agreement, 
by which it pledged itself to sup- 
port the independence and integ- 
rity of China. 
She signed the 


nine power treaty which was sim- 
ilar in character, and also the Kel- 
logg pact which outlawed war as 
an instrument of national policy. 


There should be no further hes- 


itation in acting under circum- 
stances such as these. To remain 
inactive is to condone Japan's 
faithless conduct and aid her in 
crushing an almost helpless nation.

Where 
this privilege is not granted, the 
rate charge between the point of 
origin and the 01 iginal point of 
destination has added to it the rate 
from point of origin to stopover. 
Railroads denied the request on 
the ground that they could not af- 
ford to forego the revenues in- 
volved. 


The mysterious workings of the 


PWA are illustrated by an inci- 
dent at Hastings.

Foot Itch Again. 


Trench foot, athlete's foot, foot

dermatomycosis, tinea, was one of 
the most common subjects of in- 
quiry a few years ago. Now days 
go by without an inquiry about 
this condition. I infer that people 
are avoiding exposure by taking 
the trouble to wear slippei s 01 
other foot covering when walking 
about the floor of swimming pool 
places, gymnasiums, hotel rooms, 
bath establishments or when walk- 
ing on the ground at beaches or 
wherever 
people 
go 
barefoot. 


Probably the general practice of 
requiring patron* of such places 
to step into a footbath of one or 
another parsiticidal or fungicidal 
solution has helped to reduce the 
prevalence of foot itch. 


The condition 
is due 
to the 


growth of a fungus in the skin. 
This fungus is present 
in fine 


scales that drop off from the af- 
fected 
skin. The scales readily 


convey the fungus to the skin of 
the next person to tread on the 
spot barefoot. 


The fungus may live in the lin- 


ing of the shoe or in the stock- 
ing for days, weeks or months. 


Whenever any treatment is ap- 


plied for the relief or cure of foot 
itch, it is necessary to treat the 
linings of all shoes that have been 
worn since contracting the disease. 
If this is not done, reinfection is 
quite likely. Reinfection may oc- 
cur when shoes are worn again 
after an interval of several months 
—say some white shoes put away 
at the end of a summer season and 
worn again the next season. 


One good fungicide for the lining 


of shoes is plain gasoline (not 
fancy stuff). Pour an ounce or 
two in each shoe, swish it about 
to moisten the whole lining of the 
toes particularly, and drain it into 
the next shoe, and then set the 
shoes in an open air place to dry. 


Another good fungicide, which is 


also excellent for correcting foul 
odor 
when 
there 
is 
excessive 


sweating of the feet, is formalde- 
hyde. Formaldehyde is strong stuff 
and will burn and irritate skin if 
applied undiluted. 
The standard 


formaldehyde solution (liquor for- 
maldehydum) contains about 37 
percent 
of formaldehyde, 
is a 


strong germicide, disinfectant and 
preservative. One ounce of this 
standard 
formaldehyde 
solution 


may be diluted with from four to 
eight ounces of water and thus 
diluted it may be applied to the 
soles of the feet once or twice a 
week, and allowed to dry. 
An 


ounce or two of the diluted for- 
maldehyde solution may be poured 
in each shoe and swished around 
to moisten the insole and the 
lining of the toe, then drained into 
the next shoe. After this bath the 
shoes should be allowed to dry 
in open air at least 24 hours be- 
fore they are worn again. For- 
maldehyde does not injure cloth, 
fabric, leather or color. It has a 
characteristic odor which disap- 
pears with drying.

Roosevelt now has cleared the air.

Why he assumes or infers 
such a mandate is a mystery, for 
no hint of his scheme was given in 
the campaign of 1936. In fact, it 
was emphatically denied by such 
prominent spokesmen of the ad- 
ministration as Joseph P. Kennedy 
that Mr. Roosevelt had any de- 
signs on the supreme court.

&peaks for the people on this issue 
can only come in another election. 
Coincident 
with 
Mr. Roosevelt's 


announcement came also a clarify- 
ing statement

sena- 


toi s who fought the president's 
uourt plan, but he naively con- 
fesses at the same time that he 
doesn't know what "the voters' 
may do to these same senators at 
the polls. Also, he says these "anti- 
couit senators" will have a lot of 
explaining to do to their consti- 
tuents. 


Voters to Take up Issue. 


Natur ally, the voters are going 


to take the issue into their own

SILOS 


Fodder Fermentation Gen- 


erates Carbon Dioxide. 
Nebraska farmers now filling 
silos to conserve their drouth dam- 
aged corn were warned that some 
types of silos are dangerous to 
enter while they are being filled, 
because of the possible 
presence 


of suffocating gases. The warning 
came from the college of agri- 
culture. 


Last year three members of one 


Maryland family met death trying 
to rescue a child playing in a pit 
silo. Carbon dioxide generated dur- 
ing the fermentation of the ensil- 
age, is heavier than air so it settles 
to the bottom. The fermentation 
process starts immediately after 
the ensilage is put into the silo, 
and may continue several days. 


The pit silo with its lack of ven- 
tilation is the most dangerous, ani- 
mal husbandrymen warn. Air in 
upright silos may be regnlated by 
keeping one of the many doors 
open near the surface of the en- 
silage. Trench silos are usually 
safe. Running the blower into the 
partly filled upright silo before 
entering is another suggested pre- 
caution.

BETWEEN-SEASON 
FASHION HINTS

WORDSWORTH SINGS of "in- 


citing sleep ar.d soft forgetfulness". 
Many of us would be happy if we 
could invite an unbroken night of 
blessed sleep. 


The importance of sleep cannot 


be overstated- It is during this 
period of forgetfulness that we are 
able to repair and revive body and 
jni.id. A chronic inability to sleep 
is serious because it leads to im- 
pairment of health. 


During the past quarter of a cen- 


tury, medical science has gathered 
together a great deal of informa- 
tion about sleep. 
Yet its real 


mechanism is still imperfectly un- 
derstood. Regardless of how it ac- 
tually works, aft are agreed that 
certain factors influence normal 
Bleep. 


For example, faulty habits, such 


aa late hours in the morning, dis- 
sipation, indiscretion in eating be- 
fore going to bed, external noises, 
extremes in temperature and un- 
comfortable bedding—all these are 
factors that definitely influence 
sleep and encourage insomnia. Of 
course, insomnia may follow physi- 
cal diseases that produce pain or 
discomfort. Mental disorders and 
emotional disturbances, such as un- 
due and continued anxiety, hysteria 
or excessive "nervousness", are the 
causes. 


Curb Faulty Habits 


Of course, the treatment of this 


condition begins with the elimina- 
tion of those bad habits I have men- 
tioned. If you are a sufferer from 
insomnia, the doctor's name for 
obstinate eleepleasneaa, make cure 
that you avoid meals late at night. 
The regular evening meal should be 
simple and nutritious, without any 
alcoholic or stimulating- beverages. 
Make sure that your room has the 
proper temperature and is free 
from external noises. 


Avoid the use of hypnotic medi- 


cines or strong1 sedatives, unless 
they have been prescribed by your 
doctor. Bear in mind that many 
of the so-called "sleeping powders' 
may lead to harm and habit forma- 
tion. To insure sleep, follow the 
instructions and advice of your doc- 
tor. 


Often a person will rsraark to 


the doctor that he did not sleep well 
through the night. In fact, the vic- 
tim will complain he "never slept a 
wink". In many such instances, a 
half hour of wakefulness may seem 
like a long, long period of time. In 
reality it is probable he has slep' 
practically the entire night.

!lay, Sand and Cement Are 


Tamped Down in Forms 


to Make Brick. 


A new type of poultry house 


reported to be the first of its kin< 
built in Nebraska, is being1 erecte( 
at the college of agriculture. I 
,s made of rammed earth. 


The house, which will be an ex 


hibition on Sept. 30 for the an 
nual poultry field day at the col 
ege, is 20x40 and is being bull 
according to ordinary specif ica 
tions, except that the walls are 
made of a mixture of clay to which 
s added approximately '20 percen 
sand and 5 percent cement. 


Built as an experiment in poul 


try housing and attracting consid 
erable midwestern attention, th 
mixture of clay, sand and cemen 
3 put in an ordinary mortar box 
which holds between three an 
four wheelbarrow loads. To this i 
added two quarts of water—jus 
enough to make it sticky. 


The mixture is then placed in 


forms about an inch deep and is 
solidly tamped, making a solid, 
durable brick. The foundation of 
the building is concrete, a ioot 
wide and three feet deep, and the 
"rammed earth" bricks are laid 
upon it. The house, when finished, 
will have walls 7 feet high in the 
front and back and will have a 
gable roof. 
This size house will 


accommodate about 200 hens.
